2 a. a first substantially planar panel including a display, the first panel having a first 

3 side edge and a second side edge; 

4 b. a second substantially planar panel including a first interface, the second panel 

5 hingedly coupled to the first side edge of the first substantially planar panel; and 

6 c. a third substantially planar panel including a second interface, the third panel 

7 hingedly coupled to the second side edge of the first substantially planar panel, 

8 wherein in a first position the first interface and the second interface are obscured and in a second 

9 position the first interface and the second interface are exposed , and further wherein in the first 

10 position, the display is partially exposed through an opening between the second panel and the 

11 third panel and in the second position, the display is entirely exposed .

2 first position, no interface controls the display and when the device is configured in the 

3 second position the device is selectively controllable by the first interface alone, the

3 electronic data.

2 device.

6 c. a third panel including a second gaming interface, the third panel hingedly 

7 coupled to the second side edge of the first substantially planar panel; and 

8 d. a music listening interface on the third side edge of the first substantially planar 

9 panel , 

10 wherein in a first position the first gaming interface and the second gaming interface are 

1 1 obscured and in a second position the first gaming interface and the second gaming interface are
